It is computed by the International Labour 
Office by dividing the total wages paid to wage earners in 17 manufacturing 
industries in the month in question by the number of wage earners employed 
in those industries on the last working day of the month. Yearly figures are 
averages of the monthly data, weighted by employment on the last day of 
the month in question. The series covers both sexes, and adults and 
juveniles, and is based on data collected from the payrolls of establishments 
by the Direccién General de Estadistica.
